HIS CAMPAIGN ANY REAL GOOD? 
The silence of President Coolidge since he as­ 
sumed office, during his 
pre-convention 
cam­ 
paign and even now during his race for re-eléction 
has been taken by the Republican voters as a 
sign of good sense and by the Democratic ballot 
casters as an indication of the weakness of his 
position. So much propaganda was spread in be­ 
half of the “Cautious Cal” attitude that even some 
Democrats were convinced that the president was 
really gaining votes by saying nothing. 
That conception, Hbwever, seems to be under­ 
going a marked change. Some of the Democratic 
newspapers even are charging the president lacks 
courage th deal with the voters frankly on the 
questions of the day. Some of them charge that 
he has failed in his duty to censor openly, bitterly 
and justly, some of the acts of official misconduct 
which have been laid to the doors of officials. 
The Florence Times, in this connection says: 
President Coolidge declares that there is 
“no harm in not talking,” in reference to his 
silence on questions in the present political 
eampaigq. “Not talking” may appear to be 
playing the game safe, but in the present 
campaign it isn’t likely that Mr. Coolidge will 
benefit by his silence. 
Voters demand the 
right to know the position of candidates upon 
questions at issue, and their enthusiasm rare­ 
ly follows the man who is not willing to take 
a brave and unqualified stand on m atters 
that concern the public, it smacks too much 
of dodging the issue. 
“Not talking” gave 
the impression that the president was 
not 
dismayed at the scandals unearthed during 
the recent congress, and that he was in a 
measure indifferent to the corruption that 
was exposed. 
Nothing has yet Neéri said to 
correct this impression, and it must be as­ 
sumed that he was indifferent to the matter. 
Calculating political planning is presumed to 
be an attribute of Mr. Coolidge, but it ap­ 
pears that in his careful “preservation of sil­ 
ence he is exceeding good judgment.
